It is a pity—tor the sake of the tra- 
ditien—that it cannot be said that 
Morse, like so many others of -New 
York’s financial meteors, was a self-| 
made man. Ife was not. He was not 


born poor, and he did not save his first 
$1000 a penny at a time. The glamor of 
boyish poverty and of youthful struggle 
for a foothold doesn’t cast any rose-tint- 
ed lights on Charles W. Morse’s ‘early 
history. 

He was born at Bath, Me., in 1856. His 
grandfather was the pioneer of the tew- 
ing industry along the Kennebec River, 
and made a fortune at it. His father 
was influential and well-to-do. 

Hired a Substitute. 

Young Morse showed the moneéy-mak- 
ink instinct that was in him when he 
was still midway of his teens. He got 
the ordinary common school education. 
Then his father offered him $1500 a year 
te keep books In the paternal. office.

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Taking soberly into consideration the utter- 
ances of the President in speeches and messages, 
the conclusion must be that he is impatient under 
the restraints of constitutional government and 
eager for power. 

It is to be remembered that the wrongs of 
which the President complains are all associated 
with business; that he is not now and never was 
a business man, and that trade and commerce 
never have been and perhaps never will be car- 
ried on altogether in harmony with the golden 
rule. 

It is to be observed also that many of the evils 
of which he justly complains are to be dealt with 
successfully only by the states and that, no mat- 
ter what may be the presidential fury, no great 
progress toward their correction can be made 
unless the people themselves, moving through 
their own local agencies, act efficiently in their 
own behalf. 

In a way, therefore, the President’s arraignment 
of business is an arraignment of the people also, 
for there is no actual wrong in this country 
which the people cannot remedy if they are so 
disposed. 

From the earliest times idealists have recog- 

nized the base practices which have attached 
themselves to business methods, and for thou- 
sands of years the influence of good men has 
been exerted toward their correction, but in 
the President of the United States we find for 
the first time one who seems to believe that hu- 
man nature may be remodeled in a,year and that 
failure to accomplish that end calls unmistakably 
for despotic power lodged in himself. 
- Nothing in this world is more admirable than 
the enthusiasm and generosity of the young. It 
gives a splendid impulse to right doing and it 
acts as a powerful deterrent upon age, cynicism 
and avarice. Youth is buoyant, hopeful, just 
and benevolent, and yet youth is not always well 
‘*4ormed and it frequently, underestimates the 
power of the elements with which it undertakes 
to deal. 

If all the things that good men will agree 
should be accomplished could be brought about at 
once we would have almost a new earth. The 
trouble is and the trouble has been for ages that 
these ends are not always to be reached in a 
hurry without inflicting upon mankind more 
harm than good. Old men understand these 
things. Young men do not always appreciate 
them, and that is one reason why there is an 
age qualification upon the President of the United 
States. “ 

The present chief magistrate entertains no 
doubt of his own honesty of purpose: The right 
as he sees it is easily to be attained if he had 
power to grasp it. Unlimited authority opens the 
way, however, to intolerable wrong as well as to 
the most beneficent good. If we could have Wis- 
dom and Goodness enthroned at Washington we 
might easily do without constitutions, laws, con- 
gresses and courts. 

Unhappily for the President of the United 
States, there is nothing in his career to justify 
the assumption that he epitomizes either Wisdom 
or Goodness. He is an earthen vessel. More than 
most men in high station. he is given to hasty 
speech and to quick judgments. He has little real 
knowledge of the true responsibilities of his 
office. He was not chosen President to recreate 
man. He holds office charged with a solemn duty 
to do what he can to lead men onward toward 
better things. 

Progress is ach‘eved by degrees. Almost in- 
variably it is attended by reaction in some quar- 
ters. It can not very well be accomplished by 
folly and violence. nv never can be had by sac- 
rificing essentials for nonessentials. There never 
has been an American so perfect that even in the 
presence of the greatest wrongs the people could 
venture to throw down all the safeguards of their 
liberties in er to give him power enough to 
deal sum with them. 

An imp t attribute of wisdom is patience. 
Few great ends have been reached without it. 
Another supreme quality of wisdom as applied 
to statesmanship is the ability to accom- 
plish results with the resources at hand. The 
irritable, the passionate and the fretful do not 
very often hit the mark. They waste time and 
energy in ridiculous fuming and in vain striy- 
ings for power and more power. 

If we do not completely misinterpret the theory 
and practice of the American system of govern- 
ment it was devised to meet and to hold in check 
exactly the sort of man who is now President 
of the United States. It is graciously conceded 
in his case that he is a man of good intentions. 
He wants to do what is right. He wants to do it 
right away. He asks only for a little more pow- 
er than any important despot now exercises. The 
next President of the United States having his 
peculiar temperament may be very differently 
actuated. He may be wrong headed and equally 
violent. . 

For these reasons it is plain that real progress 
in the worthy reforms supported by Mr. Roose- 
velt is not likely to be made during the few 
months now remaining of his administration. He 
has injured his own cause. He has been in too 
much of a hurry. 

To wiser, less hasty, more patient, more just, 
more reasonable, more painstaking men—men

servative imagination could it be advertised as:

Perhaps “The Near-Nome Gold Dredging and 
Power Co.” would better suit the requirements of 
literary scrupulosity and plain truth. In pass- 
ing, it may be recalled that Bonanza Bill has ex- 
plained that he “‘would much rather err on the 
g.de of conservatism than otherwise;” an ‘ex- 
planation which, while it may clear up the ‘dis- 
crepancy in nomenclature, also prompts the re- 
flection that plain truth does not even have to 
err on the side of conservatism. 

Incidentally, we may recur, also, to the ancient. 
maxim of the Romans respecting a kind of. con- | 
servatism known as suppressio veri, or holding 
back a part of the truth. Mining prospectuses in 
general*have long been suspected of erring on the 
side of this kind of conservatism. Aan 

It is just possible that Bonanza Bill’s  pros- 
pectus further errs on the side of this consery- 
atism when it goes on to inform us that the com- f 
pany’s 1920 acres of “gold placer ground” is “sur- 
rounded by producing placers’’—a pretty picture 
truly. We may, if we choose, gain the impres- 
sion that the operating dredges or “gold ships,” 
as the prospectus calls them, are crowded right 
up to the borders on all sides. :

And if, as we may 
infer, this is the only tract in all that neighbor- 
hood which is not covered with “gold ships,” 
why is the stock being offered for sale so cheap

However, and the gods will, the Nome Gold 
etcetera company proposes to install a dredge in 
its gold placer ground, and the prospectus de- 
clares: “The operating expense of this dredge or 
‘gold ship’ will not exceed 10 cents per cubic yard. 
The company can successfully operate six of these 
monster dredges on its property for the next gen- 
eration to come.” 

According to the sworn statement of the mining 
expert, the profits will be afound $250,000;000. 
According to Bonanza Bill, who is not under 
oath, but whose name is the ¢hief stock-in-trade 
of the company, the actual net profits may be | 
conservatively placed at about $150,000,000. 

But the crowning conservatism of the pros- 
pectus, in the light of which all the rest of it 
should be read, is the modest statement that: 
“Hion. William J. Stone, United States Senator 
from Missouri is a statesman of international 


repute.” 
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MAGOON, AN AMERICAN MONARCH. 

One of the best and most useful men devel- 
oped under the McKinley and Roosevelt admin- 
istrations is Charles E. Magoon, now provision- 
al Governor of Cuba. ° 

Gov. Magoon came into notice at the time of 
the war with Spain, when, as a subordinate law 
officer at Washington, he compiled a volume on 
the law of. military occupation which has be- 
come a standard m official circles. Views ex- 
pressed by him in that connection have more 
than once been sustained by the Supreme 
Court. 

As Provisional Governor of Cuba-Mr. Magoon 
occupies a position of responsibility such as few 
Americans have ever held in time of peace. He 
is more than a viceroy. He is practically the 
ruler of millions of people. Of course, he is 
guided by American law as well as by such Cu- 
ban law as he cares to respect, but in the 
main both the United States and Cuba are de- 
pendant as to him and his government upon 
the wisdom and honesty of the man. 

One of the reasons for Gov. Magoon’s presence 
in Washington at this time is his desire to 
consult with the President and the Cabinet rela- 
tive to various extensive contracts entered into 
by the Palma administration and since found 
tc be questionable in some respects. 

It is not wholly desirable that the United 
States should be in the business of supplying 
uncrowned monarchs to neighboring countries, 
even temporarily, but if the business must be 
entered into in the interest of peace and good 
neighborhood we have produced few men. better 
qualified for such a role than Mr. Magoon. 
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NOBLESSE OBLIGE IN AMERICA. 

Mr. Theodore P. Shonts feels called upon to ex- 
plain apologetically to the American public that 
he no longer objects to his daughter’s French 
Duke as a son-in-law to be. 

It may not have been any of the public's busi- 
ness before, but Mr. Shonts’ explanation makes 
it so now. Walving objection to the jurisdiction, 
as it were, he invites discussion of the merits of 
the case by frankly addressing public opinion— 
which, by the way, may be commended as good 
policy in a great traction magnate.

‘In all probability his bitter and pitiable misfor- 
tune has made it harder than ever for him to 
believe in his fellow man, but it would be ex- 
ceedingly well for him if in beginning anew he 
could somehow revise his viewpoint and his pre- 
sumption and start with a better faith in human 
nature. 

He will have profited by his lesson and the 
money will have been well lost if he proceeds 
on the assumption henceforth that a majority of 
men and their institutions are regulated by an 
honesty as great as his own. 

It is an exceedingly narrow honesty which ac- 
companies a large distrust of others and it will 
not go far in this world. To the honest all things 
should not be dishonest, precisely as to the pure 
all things should not be impure. 
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GIVE THE AUDITORS A CHANCE, 
The present complaint as to the public printing 





office is that a new system of auditing accounts 


has cost too much money. 

It is to be remembered, however, that in audit- 
ing, as in everything else, an interminable job 
calls for interminable expenses. 

People who are at all familiar with the manner 
in which the national printing is done will be in- 
clined to suspend judgment as to the charges of 
extravagance which have been lodged against 
the new auditors. 

When an institution like the public printing 
office makes an uproar about auditors there is 
always a possibility that the experts are getting 
too close to some hoary headed abuses.

His Majesty then demanded that the Premier shoul | 
sign, on behalf of the Government, a document con 
ferring a dukedom on the elder son of the King’s 
morganatic marriage. M. de Trooz refused on the 
ground that he had not the assent of his colleagues, 
and that such a proceeding might improperly inter- 
fere with the interests of other members of the 
King’s family. 

The King became very violent, 
terminated in a very stormy scene. When M. de 
Trooz returned home he was feverish, and next 
during a delirium, tried to get out of bed to 
work on the Congo question. He died next day. 
The King did not call on the Prenifer’s widow, 
but his youngest daughter, the Princess Clemen- 
tine, paid her a visit and thanked her for, what her 
husband did in the interests of the King’s legiti- 
mate children. 

It is said the King was very angry on hearing of 
the visit, and sent a letter of remonstrance to the

WOMEN VOTE SEEKERS 
CHAIN SELVES TO FENCE 


LONDON, Feb. &.—The women’s campaign for 
votes not allowed to relax because of the winter 
season and the discomfort of holding outdoor meet- 
ings, but instead the lack of ordinary comforts scem 
to encourage the workers—suffragettes—they are 
called here. 

Recently a delegation of women went into Down- 
ing street, where are located the Government Cab- 
inet offices, to demand the assistance of the minis- 
ters. To avoid arrest, which they have come to ex- 
pect. on occasion of any demonstration, the women 
chained themselves to the iron fence and defied the 
policemen to remove them. After much work five 
were removed end taken into Police Court, where 
they refused to provide bond and went to Jail. 
Among the determined leaders of the movement 
are Mrs. Pankhurst and her daughter, Christabel. 
Both have been imprisoned and have fought police- 
men until their. clothing was torn from them. They 
call themselves ‘‘martyrs’ because they have refused 
to pay their fines. A few days ago Mrs. Pankhurst 
was pelted with rotten eggs while making a politi- 
cal speech and about the same time Miss Christabel 
was stoned. Neither was injured seriously. Both 
have frequently been ejected from meetings where 
Cabinet ministers Were speaking for persisting in 
asking questions.

GENEVA, Feb. 8.—‘‘It is not the fault of my fani- 
ily,”’ said Leopold Wolfling (Archduke Leopold Salva- 
tor) in reply to the accusations of his ex-wife, Wil- 
helmina Adamovich, ‘‘nor of my sister, Countess 
Montignoso, that I got a separation. It is her own 
fault; no one else’s. Long before I lef: for Flor 
ence I had resolved to get rid of her. 

“I continually protested against the permanent 
presence of h@r sisters and daily threatened that 1 
would get a separation if her sisters did not leave the 
house. Then there were terrible scenes. ¢ But the sis- 
ters remained. The wife scolded and quarreled all 
day and many times all night. She would go on for 
hours abusing my parents, my brothers and sisters, 
calling them the most outrageous names, and wish- 
ing them all kinds of mishaps, so that I began to be 
afraid of her. 

“When I returned from the Polytechnic Schoo! tn 
the evening tired and hungry, she would scold and 
scold if I refused to share her meals of grass and 
greens. 

“Such things provoked me to get 
could not live with her any longer. 

‘It is unfair to say that I left her without means. 
She had $500 when I left and I deposited $1200 more 
for her in a Geneva bank. She told me over and 
over again that with her vegetarian mode of life all 
she needed was $10 a month. If she complains at not 
being able to get hold of the $20,000 deposited for her 
in a Vienna bank, I can only say that I Nave no in- 
fluence in the matter. ‘ine sum was deposited by 
my father. who wished her to draw only the inter- 
est.

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BIBLE NOT POPULAR READING 


AMONG COUNTY JAIL INMATES 


Law Provides for Sacred Books for 
Prisoners, but They Are 


Not Used. 

OMAHA, Neb., Feb. 8.—Bibles are -go- 
ing out of style’ at the County Jail. 
Only two Bibles are kept in the Jailer’s 
office to supply the 12 prisoners now 
confined in the Jail, and these have nev- 


er been opened. 

Under a State iaw, passed several 
years ago, the Sheriff is required to 
keep a stock of Bibles on -hand suf- 
ficient to give one to each prisoner. 

A large stock was bought by the 
Sheriff at that time, but this has since 
dwindled to the two hooks now kent, 
which are more than sufficient. 

A Bible census at the Jail among 
the prisoners shows that less than a 
half dozen are kept by the inmates. 
These were supplied ‘by the Christian 
workers at the Jail, who hold Sunday 
services, The county’s Bibles are never 
called for.

Embassy Sidesteps American 
Merchant’s Complaint, He 
Goes to Court. 








BERLIN, Feb. 8.—American pork .and 
beans have caused a clash betwéen an 
American merchant of Berlin and the 
Kaliser’s royal] police. It threatened to 
bring about a full-fledged diplomatic in- 
cident, but it was reduced to the dimen- 
sions of a lawsuit through the efforts of 
the American Embassy and ‘Consular- 
General. 

This dwarfing of the trouble has great- 
ly chagrined. the irate merchant, who 


wanted Admiral Evans recalled to wipe 
out the ignominy heaped upon American 
commerce in general and his own stand- 
ing in particular. 


Found Police at Work. 

When this merchant, who deals in pro- 
visions and California fruit products, re- 
turned to his shop from luncheon, one 
day recently he found the premises in 


athe possession of a lieutenant of police 


and a battalion. of bluecoats. They 
were busily making an inventory of the 
store, and had removed from the shelves 
every can of pork and beans they could 
find. 

The merchant demanded to know the 
Lieutenant’s authority for what he was 
doing, and the efficer with the brusque- 
neSs characteristi¢.of his profession in 
Prussia, retorted: “This uniform is my 
authority.” 
es Doubts as to Uniform, 

“That's what the hero of Kopenick 
said, and his uniform was of a higher 
rank than yours,’’ retorted the mer- 
chant, and his. allusion plunged the 
Lieutenant into a towering ragé, so 
that any chances the merchant had of 
an amicable arrangement immedtately 
vanished. The Lieutenant even denuded 
the basement of its: reserve stock of 
pork and beans. 

The seizure was made on the ground 
that the goods on sale came under the 
law prohibiting traffic in American 
canned meats in Germany. 

The merchant claimed he bought the 
objectionable goods from a jobber in 
Munich, who entered them honestly at 
the German Custom House. 

While expecting arrest for offending 
the dignity of a Police Lieutenant, the 
American is suing for ‘his rights in the 
civil courts. 


CITY PLANS TO HEAT HOMES 


Waste Steam. From Waterworks 
Would Be Made Useful. 


HATTIESBURG, Miss., Feb. 8&—The 
City Counct] has taken up for consider- 
ation a novel proposition in the way of 
municipal service. It is a proposition 
for the ¢eity \to furnish a steam heating 
supply for the business blocks and resi- 
dences of the city. It has been found 
that the steam wasted from the city 
Waterworks plant would suffice to heat 
the greater part of the city if it were 
properly’ piped into the bulidings. In a 
limited way this steam has been sup- 
plied to some of the larger. buildings 
adjacent to the Waterworks engines, in- 
cluding the local theater and the City 
Hall, and, while the city has derived 
considerable revenue from this source, 
it has been done at practically no ex- 
pense except for the laying of pipes. 

The plan of offering this steam heat 
to the general public at a reasonable 
charge is favored by many of the coun- 
cilmen as well as the Mayor, and it is 
argued that. the service would add to 
the attractiveness of the city for resi- 
dents and Investors.

Within two hours after the lock 
clicked on him Austin had learned many 
things. When released he exclaimed: 
“Why, this enferced silence is enough 
to drive 4 man insane.” He intimated 
that if he felt that way after two hours’ 
confinement the prisoner who serves 
weeks” must possess the spirit of a 
haunted being when he is finally

"In Toledo we have a monthly meet- 

tne of the Board of PubHc Service at 
the Workhouse. The members meet as 
a parole board along with the Police 
Judge and parole officer to consider ap- 
plications of prisoners for parole, and 
I desired to know something about the 
applicants before the board met. 
‘TIT 4o not take much stock in pre- 
announced official visite. It is a poor 
way to get at real fac". While you are 
entering by the front door they will be 
bringing in -the required evidence 
through the back door. I desired to see 
the criminals as they are, to be close to 
them, to be under the same restraints. 
To get anything from a criminal you 
muet have his respect and confidence, 
otherwise you will go away’ empty- 
handed, 


Judge Was Shackled. 
“And so I stand legally charged, con- 
victed on confession and sentenced for 
a misdemeanor. I rode shackled to the) 
Workhouse because I chose to go in 


that manner. I was measured, booked, 
clothed, fed, celled and worked as a 
prisoner. The men who kpew me might 
wonder how I got there, but for dught 
they knew, I was there in good faith. I 
tried to. learn all ¥ could in the time 
I gl both to correct wrong impres- 
sions held and to receive as many 
new impressions as possible. 

“As stood handcuffed ready to get 
into the patrol wagon with the crowd 
of et Square loafers making fun 
of me and of my situation, I was sim- 
ply enduring what I have seen many 
3 victims have to suffer. The time 

pent in my own society within the 
seit has rectified my former views of 
time, for I know there are more than 
60 minutes in an hour, when you spend 
that hour in a cell, with nothing to 
smoke, eat, drink, read or write, and 
only the slant of the shadows in the 
cell to let you know what time it is. I 
found our Workhouse well warmed and 
scrupulously clean, the food wholesome, 
and the discipline firm, but kind. 


Inmates Are Cheerful. 


“I was impressed with the uniform 
cheerfulness of the inmates; it reminded 
me of the happinéss of ‘irresponsible 
children. When we went out to cut ice 
the chosen men obeyed, but did not seem 
to go with alacrity. The thoughts of 
the prisoners seem centered on get- 
ting out. They did not ap to be 
anxious for work. In fact, in the win- 
ter time our workhouse is a misnomer, 
through no fault of the officials. It is 
our loafing place, our harbor and haven 
of rest for the derelic ‘ts of society. 

“If all workhouses are conducted on 
the humane principles of the Toledo 
Workhouse, a workhouse sentence is not 
a harsh punishment. Time is the only 
thing we have in common; the only 
bank in which the rich and poor, high 
and low, good and bad, have an account 
to draw from, and I have the conviction 
that the equitable punishment for crime 
would be the abolition of fines and the 
imposing of imprisonment under the in- 
determinate sentence. 

“Leet the time for liberty depend upon 
the reformation of the prisoner. The 
strong natural desire for freedom will 
ive the incentive and furnish the hope 
or the desired reiormation. 

“Reformation Is Impossible.” 

“It is rank folly to throw into a 
common prison the first offender, the 
Vagrant, the drunkard and the hard- 

and confirmed criminal, and ex- 
pect a reformation. Your rotten apples 
will taint your whole barrel. In the 
Workhouse I saw many men, who were 
warmer, better fed and freer m care— 
in brief, better off than many an hon- 
eat, poor man of family outside, out of 
work and dependent upon a niggardly 
public charity for his support. I would 
be less-humane to the prisoner, but 

I would be more generous to the man 
who is willing to suffer and remain 


honest. 
‘Fhe wroewnere pos have separate 
be class. 
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Place to work or see that he has the 
means to live an honest life, till he 
obtains employment, and the great prob- 
lem and danger of society, the recidi- 
vist, the constantly recurring criminal, 
will be in process of a rational solu- 
tion. 
“Present Punishment Fails.” 


“That the time-worn method of pun- 
ishing crime by dollars and days and 
losing sight of the criminal is a fail- 
ure, is proven by the increase of crime 
out of all proportion to the increase of 
population the world over. Let us try 
something new. We cannot do worse 
than we are doing, and we may attain 
something that will show far better re- 
sults.’’ 

“Do unto others as you would have 
others do unto you,” is the motto 
which meets the gaze of the defend- 
ant as he is brought before the bar 
of justice. The spirit of brotherly 
love prevails in the courtroom at all 
times. A few of Judge Austin’s plans 
and mottoes are as follows: 

No man shall be fined for drunk- 
enness except in aggravating cases. 
hJudge Austin, believes drunkardness 
is a disease and that one afflicted is 
no more able to combat it than he is 
typhoid fever or pneumonia. 

Defendants convicted of an offense 
for the first time will not be sent to 
the Workhouse. 

Wife beaters will be shown no 
mercy and by the same token hen- 
pecked husbands will receive due con- 
sideration at the hands of the Court. 

Flowers, ferns and palms from the 
city greenhouse soften the somber- 
ness. of the grim throne of justice 
and with new furniture and 
the walls adorned with the Stars and 
Stripes and numerous mettoes. the 
place takes on the aspect of anything 
but a dismal courtroom. Among the 
words of wisdom that greet the eyes 
of the prisoners are: “A wrong con- 
fessed is half redressed.’ “Men may 
rise on stepping stones of their own 
dead selves to higher things.’ “Hon- 
or and shame from no condition rise;

ESCAPES BY NAIL 


Writes of Experiences and Says 
“Prison Made Him Too 
Disceuraged.” 








LONDON, Feb: 8—An. escaped in- 


mate of an asytum has written his 
“memoirs.” During a thick fog at night 


an advertising agent, well known in the 
county as the representative of a large 
firm, who had been an inmate of the 
institution, got away and nothing fur- 
ther was heard of him until, when, 
wearing a silk hat and frock coat, he 
visited a newspaper office and wrote 
an exciting account of his adventures. 

He told how he smuggled a nail and 
a stone into his sleeping apartment and 
loosened the screws of the window. In 
the fog he slipped down into the 
grounds, and by means of a_ ladder 
scaled the wails. 

Then he made a dash for liberty, 
tramping on to Stafford by daybreak, 
and afterwards to Birmingham. He 
spent several days in that city and Dud- 
ley and Litchfield in common caging 
houses and Salvation Army elters 
Later he walked back to Uttoxeter and 
on to Stockport, where he obtained work 
in an insurance office. At Stockport, he 
says, he visited the poor law offices 
and looked at the books on lunacy law. 
He there found that the law was such 
that an escaped lunatic could not be 
interfered with after 14 days’ of liberty 
unless a fresh order was made. There- 
fore, fearing no further arrest, he re- 
turned to his home In Hanley. 

The asylum authorities all this time 
did not know where he was. He com- 
plained in his story that the asylum* 
system is too prisonlike, and that it 
depressed and discouraged him instead 


of helping him.

SLURE ADVANCE 


Receipts Heavier Than for Several 
‘Weeks, but the Supply 
Is Taken. 








The tone of the market the past week 
has been very active. Notwithstanding 
an increase in receipts with two weeks 
ago, the velume of 13,700 cattle for the 
period has been but a good, moderate 
supply. 

Quality has been the big consideration 
of buyers and offérings of that char- 
acter, with adwances each day, closed 


about 25c higher than two weeks ago. 
While, those weighing over 1400 pounds 
did not have as active request as the 
tidjer weights, those of good quality 
had a like advance and plain sorts were 
not over 10@15c higher. Of desirable 
qualities, beeves, 1445 and 1400 pounds, 
sold at $5.70, with most of the good 
kinds between 1300@1400 pounds at $5.35@ 
5.6. Tidy steers weighing 1060 to 1225 
pounds brought $6.50 and bulk of decent 
to good, useful killers of dressed beef 
and shipping weights sold at $4.75@5.40. 
Plain 1590-pound steers sold at $5.75, and 
many lots weighing 1250 to 1450 pounds 
sold between $5.05@5.35. Competition of 
feeder buyers was brisk and not many 
saies were made to packers under $4.70. 
The average sale of butcher heifers 
shows an advance over two weeks ago 
of nearly 25c. Heifers weighing over 900 
pounds are not quite as desirable to 
buyers and sales of such are not more 
that 10@15c higher. Tidy choice hetfers 
sold at $5@5.15 and bulk of medium to 
good kinds brought $3.85@4.50 and light 
fleshed classes at $3.25@3.65. Heavy 
heifers of good kill sold at $4.20@4.36. 


Heavy Beef Cows Steady. 
Heavy beef cows in prime condition 
have been a staple article and fluctua- 
tions for the last month have been 


slight. Most of such sold around $4.36 
@4.60. Kinds having the advance, how- 
ever, were between classes, cutters 
around $2.75 up to the good fat beef 
cows at $4.25, they showing a gain of 
10@20c. Sales during the’ week were 
largely kinds that sold mostly at $3@4. 

The general tone of the bull market 
was active and the decline of 10@l5c two 
weeks ago has been fully recovered. 
Veal calves reached a top of $8.25, a basis 
h0@75c higher than two weeks ago. While 
g00d heavy calves incline to a stronger 
basis, yearlings and heretics of common 
and medium grade are not selling any 
better.

@3. 665. 

The Southern cattle market held an 
active, steady basis throughout’ the 
period. Most of the steers were meal- 
fed Oklahoma and Texas of fair to 
good grade at $4.15@4.65, with a string 
of tidy fat kinds topping at $4.8. Among 
the offerings were a train of steers 
that sold here at $4.55@4.65 that the best 
bids received at Kansas City was $4.40, 
leaving a good margin in favor of St.

Most of the Westerns were Mis- 
souri fed, but a few loads came from 
Iowa and several direct from Colorado 
and other Western states. As a rule 
the Westerns were good quality and 
fat, but a few loads of lambs were not 
as fleshy as they ought to have been. 

The week opened in good shape and 
some Western lambs sold up to $7.10 
and yearlings at $5.90, but later the mar- 
ket declined 10@15c and the lambs sold 
during the middle and latter part of 
the week at $6.75@6.90 and the yearlings 
at $5.60@5.76. Some good fat Western 
wethers sold at $5.25, but most of the 
sheep sold from $4.76@5. But few sheep 
were on sale, as the arrivals were prin- 
cipally lambs and yearlings. 

The market was active all week and 
the offerings cleaned up in good shape 
each day and. buyers would have will- 
ingly taken a good many more of the 
best grades. Half fat offerings met 
with a poor demand, of course, 
sold very slow. 

Horses Weaker; Mules Steady. 

The horse trade the past week indi- 
cated weak spots. Eastern demand for 
chunks and drafters did not have the 
breadth characterizing it the preceding 
period and prices declined to a lower 
level. Southern horses and good har- 
ness offerings ruled on a stationary ba- 
sis and gold actively. Despite the un- 
dereurrent of weakness manifest on 
heavy commercial classes the general 
clearance is good. Receipts for the 
week approximated 1475 head. 

There is nothing particularly changed 
about the mule situation. Comparative 
receipts show a good increase for the 
past week over the corresponding period 
last year, with demand _ sufficient to 
give the market a good active tone. 
While medium sized mutes were a liti'e 
more popular the past week, all quaii- 
tied mules moved freely at steady prices. 
Arrivals included about 2800 head, 
against 1500 for the same period last 
year.

‘Weather Is Unfavorable. 

The result of the variable weather in 
the crop is as yet undeterminable, as 
no comprehensive judgment of the vigor 
of the crop to maintain promising con- 
dition’ under adverse circumstances has 
been made. It is certain, howcver, that 
no good can come of the changeable 
conditions. The weather was cold and 
clear at the start, but towarag the 
middle of the week a sharp moderation 
occurred, accompanied, by fains, which 
removed practically all snow protection 
in the winter belt, and left the crop ex- 
posed to subsequent cold waves. Little 
actual damage has as yet been reported, 
but slow progress is complained of, 
though climatic conditions gradually be- 
came more favorable towards the last 
of the week. A smaller volume of win- 
ter wheat moved into the Western mar- 
kets. and the cash demand, including 
that at the local market, was good, 
shipments quite large, and supplies de- 
creased steadily and quite sharply. 
Spring Wheat Receipts Large. 


The receipts of spring wheat at the 
Northwestern markets ; continue very 
large, though excessively cold weather 
exists in that region. The cash demand 
at Minneapolis was very slow, having 
been weakened by the heavy inflow, 
yet stocks there showed a decrease of 
175,000 bu for the week. Minneapolis 
mills are grinding a large amount of 
wheat, though the foreign trade in this 
staple Is only fair, and shipments thence 
were good. 

A good business in exports was trans- 
acted early and the domestic cash busi- 
ness was also of good volume, but the 
advance in prices gradually checked 
most of the foreign demand, and bids 
late in the week were rather scarce and 
low. Duluth, however, worked g00d 
amounts of durum and Northern wheats 
and good sales were made at the sea- 
board and Gulf of red wheat, though 
most of this business was done on the 
first few days of the week. 

Prices Break Late. 


There was more confidence among the 
bulls, who, with the shorts in their 
covering movements as their temporary 
allies, bid prices up sharply, the early 
news being mostly bullish. Foreign 
markets weakened towards the last, 
however, and very bearish estimates on 
the exportable surplus of Argentine, 
144,000,000 bu were made. Considerable 
pressure resulted and though the sell- 
ing was mostly from realizing longs, 
the bears took advantage of the weak 
spot to hammer values. Influenced by 
steadiness at Liverpool and a reported 
corner in Winnipeg May wheat,—prices 
made a surprisingly firm stand inthe 
face of record-breaking exports from 
Argentine.

Shooting Follows Quarrel. 

The shooting followed a quarrel, the 
immediate cause of which was the re- 
luctance of Gleason and his companions 
to pay for four beers they ordered. The 
underlying cause is said to have been 
the action of Langguth a few days ago 
in accusing Gleason of stealing cigars 
from his saloon, 

Langguth says that when Gleason or- 
dered the beers for the quartet last 
night he did not proffer any :‘money in 
payment, and when asked for % cents, 
replied: 

“Oh, Just put that en ice.” 

“We don't de business that way 

ere,”"’ Langguth says he replied, where- 
upon one of the crowd produced a quar- 
ter. At the same time, Langguth says, 
Gleason and Dill Jumped over the bar 
and rushed at him, as if they intended 
to choke him. He drew his revolver. 
When they saw ft, they turned and at- 
tempted to escape by running along the 
space back of the bar toward the front 
of the saloon. 

Langguth fired as they ran, shooting 
Dill in the back of the head as he was 
climbing over the cigar case at the end 
of the bar nearest the front door, and 
dropping Gleason in his tracks behind 
the counter. 

Police Find Twe Wounded. 

The crashing of glass above Laceny’s 
head sent him and Kiernan dashing in- 
to the saloon. They found Dill’ with 
his head covered with blood sprawled 
out on top of the cigar case, Gleason 
Stretched out on the floor at one end 
of the bar and Langguth standing at 
the other end with the. revolver stil! 
clutched in his right hand. 

While waiting for an ambulance the 
injured youths refused ‘to give their 
names to the policemen. They recog- 
nized Gleason, however. 

“Wait till I'm dead,” Dill told them, 
“and you'll find out who I am.”’ 

The police say Gleason is a cousin of 
“Babe,” otherwise Eddie Gleason, who, 
with Edward Carroll, is under a six- 
year Penitentiary sentence for holding 
up Cashier Hoxey of the Buss Midling 
Co., in Baden, New Year's eve, 1906. 

Willie Gleason lives at 1431 North 
Twenty-fourth street. Dill, who is also 
known as “Bud,”’ lives at 2305 O’Fallon 
street. They were not armed when 
Langguth alleges they attacked him.

LONDON, Feb. 8.—Rivaling even the 
intellectual exercise which the ‘‘Limer- 
ick’’ craze has given the English people 
for so long is a bill introduced in the 
House of Commons by Robert Pearce. 
M. P. He calls it the Daylight Saving 


Bill, and its provisions are just simple 
enough and yet so near profound in 
their effect upon the average Britisher’s 
mind as to give rise to endless discus- 
sion and much nicety of discrimination 
between argument and balderdash. 

Mr. Pearce says his bill will add 21¢ 
hours to the working year, or nearly two 
vears to the average man’s life..

NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—In Europe J. P. 
Morgan has often been compared to Na- 
poleon, chiefly by persons whu have nev- 
er met him and have not experienced 
the strong impression of his personalli- 
ty. Nevertheless, the comparison is 
just. 

The temperament and the harsh ener- 
gy of the great banker is doubtless that 
of a dictator, and 1 shouid feel inclined 
to say that if Mr. Morgan had lived in 
another country and at another age, he 
would have been a “Condottiere’’ of the 
Renaissance, or even a Mongol Con- 
queror. 

I have the impression that the essen- 
tial features of Mr. Morgan’s character 
are ambition and attitude. According 
to the subject which he will take up in 
conversation, he will smile at the help- 
lessness of his opponents, proudly lift 
up his head when speaking of his vic- 
tories, shrug expressively his shoulders 
at the supposed stupidity of his advér- 
saries, dispose in a most pitiless way of 
his foes by harshly sweeping the aif 
with his hand, or literally chew the un- 
fortunate names of the men he hates. 


The Men He Hates. 

There certainly are some persons he 
hates.

JACKSON, Ky., Feb. 8—A feud that 
has cost a hundred lives was buried in 
the old Hargis family graveyard a mile 
below Jackson, the “City of Sudden 
Death,’ this afternoon, when the body 


of Judge James Hargis, who was shot 


to death by his son, Beach, was escort- 
ed to its last resting place by the stern 
mountaineers who had. followed their 
leader through the scores of battles that 
marked the reign of the ‘King of 
Breathitt County.’’ And the shadow of

the father now rests on the son, who is 
® prisoner in the little Jail where once 
the man he slew was imprisoned on a 
charge that ‘was.common in the 20 years 
of his power—murder.’ - > 


the Baptist Church and the Court House 
were tolled.

There is no undertaker and no 
hearse in Jackson. The casket, part of 
the way, was carrieu by hand; part of

Feudists Mourn Their Dead. 

The Rev. A. Galloway Cooper, a life- 
long friend of Judge Hargis and the 
man for whom Beach Cooper Hargis, 
the slayer, was named, preached the 
funeral sermon, Chief among the mourn- 
ers were Ed. Callahan, whose name has 
been linked with that of Judge Hargis 
in all the indictments against the dead 
feudist. Two brothers, A. H. and bBl- 
bert Hargis, both of whom have been 
charged with murder, followed their 
dead. 

Mrs. Hargis and her daughter, Mrs. 
W.. 8S. Hogg, a bride of a month, were 
present. So was Mrs. Day, mother cf 
Mrs. Hargis. And old “Granny” Har- 
gis, mother of the dead man, was led 
up to watch the coffin lowered into its 
resting place. 

Every store in Jackson was closed, 
but the ,adgerenta, of the Cockrill- 
Marcum clahs did not attend the fu- 
neral. 

The Two Women. 

The wives of two principals of the 

clans in whose names so many murders 
have been committed are widows to- 
day. They are Mrs. Arbelia Marcum and 
Mrs. Hargis. 
. “God has avenged niy wrong,” says 
Mrs. Marcum, and Mrs. Hargis, now 
that she has buried her dead, has the 
living son to think of and to save from 
death on the gallows. 

The assassination of the feuda! chicf- 
tain by his son has hushed the ‘City 
of Sudden Death.”” Turbulent men no 
longer remenvber their bitter hatreds. 
Even those who have “died with their 
boots on” and whose blood cries out 
for vengeance, according to the law of 
the feud, are forgotten. Only the two 
widows are remembered, and the shot- 
gun has been ‘laid aside out of raspect 
for the mourining veils thess women 
wear. ‘Bloody. Breathitt’ has had its 
fill of “‘sudden death.” 

A great change has come over Mrs. 
Marcum. . She is a different woman 
from the one who knelt by the side of her 
dying husband and told the awestricken 
crowd around the Court House steps 
four years ago that the murder cf her 
husband would be avenged by Provi- 
dence. She used to pass the Hargis 
store leading by the hand the little boy 
who seemed destined to grow te man. 
hood with the feudists’ lust for ven- 
geance in his heart. \ 


Vendetta’s Shadow Gone. 
Today she sits content in her own 


home, across the street from the Hargis 
home. She does not gloat ever her 
neighbor’s grief. But she feels that 
Providence has taken out of her hands 
a grim duty. Now her little hoy can 
grow up lIlke other boys, free of the 
endette’s shadow. 

Mrs. Hargis, suppressing her great 
grief with remarkable strength of will, 
has turned her thoughts to the preserva- 
tion of her son, Beach, the natricide. 

Once she said: “I will spend every 
dolar I have to punish the man who 
killa my Jim.”” But Fate played her 
a strange trick. Today she says she 
will spend every penny of her hus- 
band’s $100,000 estate to save er son 
from the law. 

Beach Hargis was brought this morn- 
ing to look at his dead father. He was 
handcuffed and guarded. At the side of 
the coffin he sank to the floor hyster- 
ically, crying, “Oh; Lord, have mercy!” 
Mrs. Hargis, the mother, whose heart 
he had almost broken and whom he had 
widowed, knelt beside him and em- 
braced him tenderly. They wept to- 
gether. 

It is said that Beach, a week ago, 
declared angrily that either himself er 
his father would be killed. within a 
week. Friends believe it was a vre- 
monition that caused Judge Hargis to 
order his own magnificent steei and ma-

Seventeen Foreigners Arrive 
for New York-to-Paris 
Journey.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 


NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—Seventeen mo- 
tor car drivers, mechanicians, photogra- 
phers and cortespondents, eager to stari 
on their journey by automobile to Paris, 
lined the rail an the promenade deck 
of La Lorraine, as the French liner 
steamed up the bey today. The cars 
they will drive represent Germany, 


Italy and France. 

Three of them—Maurice Driegle, Eu- 
gene La Louvier and Max Hohman— 
are to make the trip independently of 
the others, and will take a more diffi- 
cult raute, 

Has Walked Around World. 

When the Paris newspaper, Le Matin, 
set about to arrange the long contest 
M. Le Louvier went to Le Journal and 
offered to match his experience and 
skill against all others. His offer was 
quickly taken up. "He has walked 
around the world, starting from Paris 
in 1900 and completing his journey four 
years later. In 190% he went to Central 
Africa on a topographical mission and 
then through Siberia. He also traced 
the foute for the automobile race last 
year from Paris to Pekin. 

When the three left La Lorraine they 
came directly to the New York World 
office and announced their intention of 
beginning their hazardous journey in 
front of the Pulitzer Building at 11 a. 
m. Tuesday if the French automobile 
they brought with them can be put in 
good order by that time. It was hard 
hit while being unloaded at the pier. 

To Seek a Gold Mine. 

In the World office Mr. Driegle told 
of their plans. 

“The shortest way is usually the 
quickest,’’ he said, ‘but not when ten- 


ffoot snowbanks are to be considered. 


We haven't decided on our route across 
the continent yet. The only thing that 
is eertain is our start. That will be 
from in front of the Pulitzer Buildiing, 
where ‘thousands of New Yorkers will 
have a chance to wish us good luck. 

“Once in Canada, we will seek a gold 
mine, the property of Mile. de Gauban 
du Mont, who has been kind enough to 
defray tn part the expenses of our trip. 

‘‘We will embark at Seattle and go 
from there to Skagway, Alaska, by boat, 
as there is no continuous road up 
through the western part of Canada, 
and travel there by automobile would 
be impossible. 

In crossing Behring Strait we must 
sail our car and canoe and ship it 30 
eafies, but, with these two exceptions, 
we will make the entire trip in the car. 
We have a more difficult task than the 
others, who will take a steamer at Sa 
Francisco and sail almost a quarter of 
their journey, but we hope to make 
the trip in five months and to be in 
Paris to welcome them. 

‘We carry 75 gallons of gasoline and 
make a thousand miles on it. 


SHENG ACTOR 
IS FATHER KILL 
CPT, FORREST 


When Capt. William M. Forrest saw 
an actor impersenating his father, the 
famous Gen. Forrest, in “The Clans- 
man” in a Memphis theater, the sight 
and the applause so excited him that he 
was stricken with paralysis, and he 
died yesterday from the effects. 

Capt. Forrest was sitting in a box. 
The theater was crowded with persons, 
who saw him attempt to arise in re- 
sponse to the applause. They saw his 
face blanch, his hands lift upward, and 
then his body pitch forward and fall 
into the arms of friends. He was car- 
ried from the theater dying. 

One of the characters in “‘The Clans- 
man” is that of Gen. Nathan Bedford 
Forrest, the dashing cavalry leader of 
the Confederate Army. He appears at 
a dramatic moment in the second act, 
as the organizer and leader of the Ku 
Klux Klan. The actor who took the 
part of Gen. Forrest dressed as did the 
Confederate General, and was made up 
to look like him. 

When he appeared mpon the stage of 
the Memphis theater the character was 
Instantly recognized by every person in 
the audience, and, in honor of the gen- 
eral’s s0n, who sat in plain sight in a 
box, there was round after round of 
applause. Capt. Forrest bowed from 
his box to the applauding audience and 
the play went on. 

The feelings of Capt. Forrest as he 
watched the portrayal of his father and 
heard the ringing words, may be tmag- 
ined. It is probable that for the mom- 
ert Capt. Forrest forgot theater, audi- 
ence, players. and all and was back 
again on the field of battle with his 
father. He was the only son of the 





great General Forrest and when 14 years4 


old, he went into active service in’ the

told me some time ago. 

There were rumors afloat in England 
that Mr. Morgan's financial situation 
Was very unpleasant. He had bought 
a lot of bric-a-brac, and it was said he 
had been unable to pay in cash. The 
rumor seemed ridiculous, but at one 
time a large amount of drafts signed 
“Morgan” appeared on the English 
market. Confidence was strongly shak- 
en. The banker I am quoting hastened 
to buy those drafts, which were offered 
him to a big amount. Mr. Morgan 
heard of the matter and got furious. 


His Financial Power. 


This was the most awful insult which 
could have been made. Later on, it 
was said the drafts were false. But it 
was just the lack of confidence, the 
possibility of the belief abroad that his 
position was in danger, that drove Mr. 
Morgan to a terrible outbreak of anger. 
He wanted not only to take revenge, 
but also to show his power. Millions 
of dollars of his paper were discounted 
in Great Britain. Within one day he 
withdrew this enormous amount, buy- 
ing back the whole lot. It was a splen- 
did revenge, and the English bankers 
were not only amazed at his being able 
to make this giant transaction, but also 
mortified by his haughtiness in giving 
them a lesson without even explaining 
to them the real situation. 

To give a lesson to men whom the 
public might believe to be stronger 
than himself! That is what Mr. Mor- 
gan, I think, enjoys more than any- 
thing else. When he talked with me 
about the immediate causes of the re- 
cent panic, I had the strong impression 
that he thought. the main cause was 
that somebody wanted a little lesson. 


Chews Word “Washington.” 


“The immediate cause?’ he said. 
“Besides certain economic conditions, 
there were certain attempts at legis- 
lation.”” It was sufficiently clear, but, 
of course, it would have been ridiculous 
to ask Mr. Morgan if he made the panic 
himself. He spitefully chewed the 
word ‘“‘Washington,” closing his mouth 
with vigor, like a tiger who is just 
breaking the spine of a sheep, and then 
smiled as if satisfied with the result. 
Mr. Morgan has the most expressive 
face I have ever seen. 

He is almost as angry against the 
French Government as against ‘‘Wash- 
ington.’’ He does not understand why, 
during the panic, the Bank of France 
refused to lend him some gold in order 
to mend the stringency of | — 
here. 

“They did what they refused to me 
a week later for the Bank of England, 
So the statute of the bank did not re- 
tain them at all,” he sald. 

“Certainly not,’’ I replied. “As a 
matter of fact, the chiefs of the Bank 
of France may do just what they like.” 

‘With the authorization of the Gov- 
ernment, yes; the Government refused. 
Don’t they realize that the United 
States is their best customer, and that 
an attitude like this will not help them 
at all to develop commercial = rela- 
tions?’’ 

Wants Revenge on France. 

Mr. Morgan should like to take ven- 
geance on France, as he did on the 
English bankers. I explained to him 
that, in my opinion, there had been 
some uneasiness in France as to the 
American relations with Japan; that 
France had refused a loan to Japan,

“This is ridiculous,” Mr. Morgan ex- 
claimed. ‘We did not want money. We 
just wanted metal—gold. We would 
have shipped ft back very soon. We 
do not want a loan. Our situation is 
sound. Business is sound. All is sound. 
We have got plenty of all we need.” . 

“But, in your opinion, did not the 
rather peculiar business methods of cer- 
tain big bankers contribute to a cer 
tain extent to the outbreak of the 
panic?” ; 

“Oh, no. The panic proved only an 
oprortunity for cleaning out the bank- 
ing business. Those people, I just 
dropped them down. I do not want such 
people and such kind of business in 
banking. I want banking to be put on 
a solid basis.” 

Mr. Morgan seemed to me as claiming 
to be the sword-shaking archangel at 
the door of the Wall Street paradise. 

But Mr. Morgan is not only the King 
of Finance. I think he claims, besides, 
to be the essential defender of modern 
society against its adversities. And this 
is certainly the most interesting feature 
in his activity. He plainly:agreed with 
me when I remarked that the most 
important side of the crisis is the social] 
one. 

“Yes, it Is all a social question, just 
az in Europe. The time has come when 
the question is to be settled. I want 
io settle it,” he said. 


Thinks Depression Useful. 


After having talked about the indus- 
trial situation, depression and its out- 
look for the future, Mr. Morgan said he 
throught this depression is very useful, 
and he did not care to see it relieved at 
all just now. 

“In other words, then, Mr. Morgan, 
this crisis will serve to crush the power 
of the workmen. You will use it for 
reducing wages. But will not the Fed- 
eration oppose?” 

“They are unable. Industry is partly 
stopped.’’ 

“They will go on strike.’’ 

“Strike! They have got ne jobs now. 
There are no stocks on hand, you know. 
We do not want them to take up work 
arain now. So what can they do? They 
will have to submit, or they will starve. 
The question {s to be settled. They are 
to learn that they cannot control in- 
dustry. We want wages that will make 
hcnest and profitable business possible. 
The question Is now the same all over 
the world.” 

“So then the real causes of the crisis 
are much deeper than I supposed. They | 
are of a social kind. They are, in fact, 
due to the necessity of bringing the 
struggle between employers and em- 
ployed to a definite result?’’ 

Mr. Morgan seemed anxious to be the 
champion of social order against So- 
cialism and even against Unionism. He 
lcoked at me with half-closed eyes, as 
though contented with having given me 
an insight into the innermost heart of 
events. 

Terrorists in America? 


Mr. Morgan can afford to speak very 
frankly. At his library visitors are 
watched with the greatest care when 
entering the hall. The first time I en- 
tered it I remarked very vividly how I 
used to be received in Petersburg in the 
ertrance hall of the Winter Palace 
when I called upon Mr. Stolypin, the 
Russian Prime Minister. Are there Ter- 
rorists in the United States, I theught? 
This is a country of freedom. 

Perhaps Mr. Morgan feels like Mr. 
Stolypin or like Napoleon. I sheuld not 
be astonished at all if he did. Napoleon 
was an autocrat in a land of freedom. 
So is Mr. Morgan. And autocrats are 
aiways afraid ef revelution. 

Mr. Morgan will wage war en labor. 
Having saved Wall street, he wants te 
save the society in which he is a ruler. 
He is a man who will rule or break. 
For him there is no middle way. I 
may not agree with his views at all, 
nor think the effect of his action useful 
to his country, but I cannet help say- 
ing that J. P. Morgan really is a great 


man. 


ONE-FIFTH OF THE UNION 
MEN IN ST. LOUIS LACK WORK 


St. Louls labor leaders say that the 
proportion of union men out of work in 
St. Louls is larger than at any time 
since 1893, but relatively smaller than 
in New York and Chicago. 

“About one union man in every five 
is out of employment here,” sald Owen 
Miller, president of the Central Trades 
and Labor Union. “The total, I should 
say, is about 14,000 out of 1,000 ergan- 
ized workers In 8t. Louis. 

“This is a solid old city and there is 
not nearly so large a floating popula- 
tion here as In New York, where 200,- 
000 strangers sleep every night. The 
number of workmen who drift inte and 
out of St. Louls every day is not more 
than 15,000. 

“The Musicians’ Mutual Benevolent 
Association, of which I am pfesident, 
has probably been the hardest hit so 
far. People cut off amusements first 
and their luxuries next, Of the 700 mem- 
bers of the musicians’ union nearly 900 
are practically out of employment. 
They get occasional odd jobs. 

“The cigarmakers have aiso felt the 
effect of the lull im trade. Altogether 
it would be a conservative estimate to 
say that one-fifth of the union men 
here are out of employment.”

It is expected by the time Secretary 
Taft arrives he will have learned from 
Howe what the situation is in Missouri. 
Howe contends that Niedringhaus and 
his friends, who have been planning 
an elaborate reception for Taft in St. 
Louis, although they have been fight- 
ing against delegates to the National 
Convention being instructed ~for him, 
are working in the interest of either 
Cannon or Fairbanks and are bitterly 
opposed to Roosevelt’s choice. 

Niedringhaus Condemned. 

While Howe was flying east last night 
the Twenty-seventh ‘Ward Republican 
League Club was passing a resolution 
Strongly condemning Niedringhdus for 
preferring charges against Howe, and 
declaring its allegiance to the city

Howe has been working with Senator 
Warner and Attorney-General Hadley 
to carry Missouri for Taft, and it is 
said that he has the full confidence of 
the Secretary of War.

German-American  Alliance’s 


Document Says Movement 
Is Evil Light. 





In a circular headed ‘‘Pro Bono Publil- 
co,’’ and in an accompanying pamphlet 
Placed in general circulation yesterday, 
the Missouri and Southern Illinois Di- 
vision of the German-American Allia- 
nce, through its president, Edward V. 
P,. Schneiderhahn, began an active 
campaign against prohibition. 

“The citizen of German descent is by 
nature a peaceful, law-abiding citizen 
and in every danger to the State he is 
the first to rush to its support,’’ writes 
Mr. Schneiderhahn. ‘“‘But we also sup- 
port the principle of personal liberty; 
that fs, we demand that the principle 
of the civil parity of all the citizens of 
a free State be completely observed.”’ 

Called a Swamp Light. 

In the pamphlet, which was author- 
ized by the delegates to the general 
meeting at St. Louls Turner Hall Jan. 
arguments against statutory 
prohibition are advanced. 

“Prohibition,”’ says the writer, “is a 
swamp light. Those who pursue that 
light lead you into the foul swamp of 
hypocrisy, where every noble virtue 
dies.”’ 

Attention is called to the statement of 
high military authorities that the aboli- 
tion of the army canteen has led to an 
increase in drunkenness and offenses 
against military discipline. 

“Now the prohibitionist,” continues 
the pamphlet, “‘attacks the principle of 
personal liberty under the guise of the 
so-called police power of the State. But 
this power, as jurists tell us. need only 
be extended by successive executive. 
legislative and judicial encroachments 
until the Constitution ‘self becomes a 
sham, the Ifberties of the people are 
submerged, the doctrine of State al- 
mightiness fully established, instead, 
and tyranny rules the land 

“The prohibitionist thinks that when 
the breweries and distil'eries have been 
clesed by law, times will be more pros- 
perous and that a general betterment in 
morals will take place. 

“But he forgets to draw counsel from 
experience. He forgets that when one 
industry is attacked, all industries wil) 
suffer. 

“On enforcement of prohibition, the 
farmer whe sells a considerable por- 
tion of his products te these industries 
deprived of those consumers, will be 
compelled to look for other avenues of 
consumption.

Fvery One Returned Was 
Genuine, Charles H. Hut- 
tig Declares. 





ONE INDORSED BY 63 





Third National, Which Issued 
$1 Certificates, Welcomes 
It Back. 





One of the most impressive mementoes 
of the recent financial flurry is a “John 
Smith’ check for $1, on exhibition at 
the Third National Bank. 

In the course of a three-months’ exist- 
ence, this credit dollar was increased 
to five times its original length to ac- 
commodate 63 separate indorsements. It 
traveled from Baden to Carondelet, 
from the river to the suburbs, and prob- 
ably would be still on the road had it 
not been called in for redemption by the 
Clearing House Association. 

This particular ‘‘John Smith” received 
the welcome of a prodigal when it re- 
turned to the Third National, its origi- 
nal keeper, Friday. The directors de- 
cided to frame it and also to go on a 
still hunt for the men whose signatures 
are on the back of the draft. 

Signatures Can’t Be Read. 

The job of finding these indorsers 
would not be an easy one. Most of th® 
signatures are in pencil, and few of 
them are legible. 

The check was issued by the Third 
National Bank Nov. 80 last, and bears 
the printed signature and written in- 
dorsement of W. Haill, auditor of the 
bank. 

There is nothing on*the check to indi- 
eate who received it first, unless it 
was. A. Fuldner, indorser No. 1. | 

It may have been that the check 
passed through three or four hundred 
hands, as frequently “John Smiths” 
were indorsed only when the person 
receiving or cashing the draft tmposed 
this obligation. 

The three men who handled the check 
after Mr. Fuldner could scarcely be the 
victims of forgers, as their signatures 
are undecipherable. 

“4 Prohthbitionist” on List. 

August, Mohrmann was the sixth to 
get hold of the check, and after him a 
man who subscribes himself “‘a prohibi- 
tionist’”’ enjoyed its possession. 

The sixty-third signature is that of E. 
C. Wasmann, who brought it to the 
bank for redemption. 

The original check was elongated for 
the many indorsers by improvised bits 
of stationery, the contributors of which 
as indicated by the lettering thereon, 
were the French Market in South St. 
Louis, George A, Bayle & Co. and the 
Western Union Telegraph Co. 

“The cashiers’ checks served a use- 
ful purpose,” said President Huttig of 
the bank to a Pest-Dispatch reporter. 
“The fact that this one passed through 
at least 63 hands is proof that the peo- 
ple had confidence in the integrity and 
solidity of the St. Leufs banks. Not a 
signature on -that check is other than 
genuine. 

“During the entire period of financial 
reaction we did not receive a single 


forged check.”

BOSSES ARE ACCUSED 





Journeymen Declare the Em- 
ployers’ Association Vio- 
lated Agreement. 





None of the union journeymen plumb- 
ers of St. Louis will go to werk tomor- 
row for any employer who insists on 
complying with the new wage scale and 
new rules adopted by the Master 
Plumbers Association. 

John Guheen, business agent 
Plumbers’ Journeymen Association, Lo- 
cal No. 35, so stated last night. 

‘We will not work for any master 
plumber who insists on violating his 
agreement to pay us $5.70 a day after 
Feb. 1, 1998." said Guheen. We don't 
need any more meetings to decide on 
that. The men all agreed that they 
would not abide’ by the new rules that 
the Master Plumbers’ Assoveiation say 
they adopted Friday night. 

Some Men Will Work. 

“But I don’t think work will be 
stopped entirely. It will go on as usual 
with the plumbers who are not mem- 
bers of the Master Piumbers’ Associa- 
tion and I understand some of the 
plumbers who are members are going to 
keep right on paying the old scale.” 

There are about 500 union plumbers 
in St. Louis. Prior to last summer their 
pay was $ a day. when they demand- 
ed $6 a compromise was reached by 
which tt was agreed that they should 
receive $5.40 up to Feb. 1, 1908, and $5.70 
after that time. 

The master plumbers say the agree- 
ment did not provide “how long” after 
Feb. 1 this price should be paid. 

Paid Men Secale a Week. 

After paying the new scale for a week 
they notified the journeymen they had 
changed their minds. Formal notice was 
conveyed to a meeting of the journey- 
men Friday night at their headquarters, 
Grand and WBaston avenues, through 
Secretary Eugene J. Blake of the Mas- 
ter Plumbers’ Association. The journey- 
men association was notified that the 
had adopted 16 new rules and 
furnished them a copy... The letter was 
attested by President Charles Abel of 
the Master Plumbers’ Association and 
the executive committee of that body. 
It called for no reply by letter. Presence 
or absence of the journeymen at their 
usual work tomerrow will constitute the 
ans*ver.,

rules were posted in the 
shops of the members of the Master 
Plumbers’ Association yesterday. They 
not only proclaim the cut in wages from 
$5.70 to $5, but they strike out a number 
of concessions formerly given the union 
men. 

Among these are the former promise 
of the master plumbers not to use ma- 
terlals ‘“‘boycotted’’ by the union or ma- 
chinery that would result in the em- 
ployment of fewer men. The new rules 
provide that the master plumbers will 
use any materials and machinery they 
care to and also provid; that nobody 
Shail interfere with the journeymen 
while they are working. This is under- 
stood to refer to the “walking dele- 
gates’ of the union. 

Ne Carfare Paid, 


The rules further provide that the 
employers will not pay car fare of the 
journeymen to jobs within the city, and 
that they will not pay off men “on the 
job,”’ as formerly, but only at the shops. 

The new rules further provide that 
one member of each employing firm will 
have the right to use tools on any job 
and that each firm will have the right 
to employ an apprentice of its own Sse- 
lection. Heretofore. ‘master plumbers 
Say. they have been permitted by the 
unton to employ only such apprentices 
as the union approved. Another rule is 
that any loss occasioned a master 
plumber through a journeyman’s aati 
lessness shall be deducted Coie the 
journeyman’s wages. :

The West End Realty Co., a 
corporation composed of George’ L. Ed-

Fer 13 years Haley has been impris- 
ened fer the murder ef Theodore Frith 
and Henry Talcott, who were shot one 
night as they entered a passenger coach 
at Dubuque in search of robbers. Along 
with Haley is Hugh Robbard, sent 
uy fer the same crime. 

Haley began his sentence Feb. 26, 18%. 
at the age of 2%. In the big prison rec- 
ord beok he was set down as a man of 
good mental culture, a Methodist, but 
intemperate and claiming that his em- 
ployment had been a machinist. 

Haley has always contended that he 
is innecent—that his conviction was the 
result ef prejudice and that he is “fight- 
ing against fate,” as he puts it in his 
appeals te the Legisiature and te Gev. 
Cummins. 

When he first entered the Penitentiary 


he was @ young man of vigor and youth. 
Now his long confinement has told upon 
him. His step has lost its elasticity. 
His eye has lost its brightness. He is 
pale and worn and he wears the look of 
a convict. But his pen is as facile as 
ever. His command of the English 
language is as extraordinary as when, 
for the first time, he picked up his pen 
and jotted down his first prison peem on 
“Home and Happiness." This poem 
apreared in the prison paper and Ha- 
ley’s ability was recognized forthwith. 

And in all the years that have fol- 
lowed, Haley has been recognized as 
an author of merit. He has been editor 
of the Reformatory Press for years. 
This is the prison paper. Bach week, 
Haley contributes an editorial. All are 
signed “By 2066.'" These editorials are 
marvels, and many of his best writings 
go on further than is afforded by the 
limited circulation of this weekly con- 
victs’ paper. 

Only Life Prisoner. 

Haley is the only life prisoner in Iowa 
in the Anamosa Reformatory. When the 
new indeterminate sentence law was 
passed, it was provided that all life con- 
victs should be transferred to Fort Madi- 
son. But because of Haley’s editorial 
fitness, an exception was made in his 
case. He was permitted to remain at 
Anamosa. There he issues the prison 
paper. 

(nly once was a clue given ae to Ha- 
real identity. A stranger wile 
drunk in Dubuque made the statement 
that Haley’s real name is Morris and 
that he ved at Rock Island. But this 
was denied. Since that t'me Haley's 
past is locked within his breast, appar- 
oNthy never to be fathomed. 

No man within the walls of the re- 
formatory is more popular than he. He 
is kind and friendly to his associates 
so far as rules will permit. He ifs 4 
close friend of Rev. Felix Pickworth, 
reformatory chaplain. Often these men 
sit for hours planning some means of 
miking the burdens of the doomed men 
near them lighter 

Appeal for Paréor 

Chaplain Pickworth is a frequent con- 
tributor to the Reformatory Press. And 
often he and 256 plan special editions of 
this newsy little sheet which ts sent 
to the home of every convict within the 
Penitentiary, Marquis Barr, the warden, 
and all the guards do everything poss!- 
ble to keep the Press up to standard, 
and 256 has inspiration whieh he de- 
clares is appreciated by himself te the 
fullest extent. | 

When Haley and Robbard made their 
first appeal for pardon from the lowa 


leyv's 
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Legisiature in 1908, they issued a pam- 
phiet setting forth their part of the 
crime of which they will doubtless for- 
ever stand accused. And this is the ih- 
troductory written by Haley: 

“By way of introduction to the follow- 
ing statement, we wish to anticipate all 
inquiry on the score of its presentation 
in pamphlet form by explaining in ad- 
vance that we are (friendiess. The 
length and the nature of the case pre- 
cludes our making known in epistolary 
form so much of the case as one not 
familiar with the circumstances would 
require for a proper understanding 
thereof. For this reason we have 
sought and obtained permission to print 
the statement at our expense in order 
irhat those who may feel interested in 
ovr appeal for justice may have the care 
before them at their leisure. We have 
no other way of appealing for succor. 
Give us, therefore, a fair and itmpariial 
hearing. (Signed) Hugh Robbard (2022), 
i.conard W. Haley (2666).”’

“I can assure vou,” said M. Maurel, 
“that since Madam Maurel hired the 
first French maid for me I never 
nad to worry about the many details 
and little troubles which are connect- 
ed with the career of an artist who 
has to travel a great deal.” 
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When Mlle. Marie Cottin was geen 
‘n M. Maurel’s dressing room, she 
was just closing the windows and 
iccking at the thermometer to see 
that the room should be not too 
warm and that it was comfortablv 
aired. She laid out the costume of 
Rigoletto, The Jester, for her master, 
aud answered, smilingly, the question 
whether she likes to work for a man. 

“Tl like to work for M. Maurel be- 
cause he is very considerate, and all 
h. wants is that I should attend to 
a few little things, which is hardly 
any work for me. I have very little 
to do, and am only busy on days that 
wy master is singing. On those days, 
I’ke all other artists whom I have 
sceen, with this and other grand opera 
companies in which ‘we’ have worked, 
he is very nervous. 

“He usually gets up early and takes 
a long walk. When he returns he 
wints me to have his breakfast ready. 
He will not see anybody. He break- 
fusts alone, and I wait on him. After 
breakfast he practices sometimes 
until late in the afternoon. 

“Then I undress him and put him 
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to bed. He usually sleeps untH half- 
past six, when I waken him, dress 
rim and serve tea for him. Then I 
tush over to the opera house and ar- 
range his dressing room. I natural- 
lv have to stay here in the dressing 

om all the time until the perform- 
ance is over. Then we both go tc 
the hotel together, where Madam 
Maurel is usually waiting for my 
master. | am at liberty then and I 
usually have a little supper and some- 
times go out with some of my coun- 
trymen.”’

The attire and the make- 
up for a photograph must |2 absolute- 
lv perfect. 


A Product of Science. 

Sometimes the subject is photo- 
graphed in a pose which is used to 
make some incident in the play ef- 
fective and striking—some pose 80 
unique, striking and forceful that it 
lives afterward in the memory of the 
spectator. At other times the posing 
actor or actress strikes an attitude 
that will best set off his or her coun- 
tenance and costume. 

The photographer, who perhaps is 
celebrated the world over for his s*ill 
in that line, superintends the posing 
and posing, by the way, is part of the 
tneatrical profession. The utmost care 
and patience is exerted before the 
camera is put into play that the at- 
thude of the subject may be exactly 
what it should be. 

The theatrical photo studio is the 
product of the best known to science, 
most carefully applied. The camera 
is the finest instrument of the kind 
money can procure. The lens is a 
masterpiece, costing many hundreds 
vf dollars. All the materials used are 
the most expensive and perfect ob- 
tainable. 

Probably twenty exposures are 
made, but of the pictures thus ob- 
ee only four or five are ever used. 
The ones selected are given into the

und everything possible is done in 
that respect to enhance the art of the 
finished work. As a result, when the 
t-+otographs finally are delivered they 
ere as flawless productions as are 
possible to obtain when science and 
a’t both give their utmost to pho- 
tesraphy.

Mf) UITE a number of the unac- 
countable murders that arc 
committed today are the work 

ef men who, under certain conditions, 

have a passion for taking life,’’ said Dr. 

Forbes Winsiow, a famous brain spe- 

Cilalist. 

“It may appear incredibie,”” he went 
on, “but it Is a fact that there are to 
be enceuntered in the streets of London 
hundreds of individuals amongst whose 
characteristics is the tendency to kill, 
The craving to slay is not perpetually 
uppermost in their minds; it is sudden- 
y conjured up by the sight of a par- 
ticular person, or the type of person, 
fer whom they have conceived un ab- 
horrence. In these circumstances they 
lose the power of restraining themselves 
and use the knife with fiendish feroci- 
ty. Like a horse that is not thirsty 
until he reaches water, when he devel- 
ops a thirst ef the first magnitude, 
these abnormal creatures are not seized 
with the desire to murder until they 
are in close proximity to the object of 
their hatred, when their lust for blood 
overcomes them. 

“Of the scores of sufferers from homi- 
cldai mania whom I have met, I recall 
a man to whom I gave advice in a hus- 
pital, On the surface he was entirely

was violently disturbed. When in this 
State his behavior was that of a dan- 
gerous madman. He became perfectly 
rational when the impulse had passed 
off, however, and remained so until the 
Subject that caused the outbreak was 
again alluded to.

I 
have known several who actually fer- 
mulated their murderous designs on pa- 
per, showing exactly how the deed was 
te be performed. providing for every 
contingency, and exhibiting @ fund of 
Cleverness that wov.uw have done credit 
te any Sherlock Holmes.

“T received in my consulting room ose 
afternoon,” the doctor added, “a gen- 
tleman who told me that he lived in 
constant fear of the gallows.

“A ‘petrified man’ over nine feet in 
height was, it is true, discovered in 
ihe Dakota Bad Lands some years 
wgo, and indorsed as genuine by a 
credulous individual in. one of the 
scientific bureaus at Washington. The 
‘mummy’ was purchssed for a tidy 
sum, but when, on cutting into it, a 
piece of gas pipe was discovered in 
place of a vertebral column, public 
confidence in its genuineness was 
1udely shaken, though not that of its 
preud possessor.

HE “stocking banks” have now 
lost their standing even among 
savers ‘afraid of the big 

banks."’ National banks, state banks. 
eavings banks and trust companies 
were not the only financial institu- 
tions to go to the wall in the recent 
money stringency. The panic knocked 
out the “stocking banks” all over the 
cvuntry. 

The victims of financial fear who 
lost their savings through depositing 
them in the “stocking banks”—old 
socks, striped stockings, secret draw- 
evs, holes in the wall, hay lofts, feed 
bins, mattresses, old clocks, family 
Ribles, parlor albums, storm cellars. 
caves, knotholes, old tin cans and 
“planted” boxes—might equal in 


number the victims of the real ban*- 
ing institutions, if the losses of the 
panic of 1907-8 could be compared. 
At the beginning of the »anic 
George Ellmore of Niangua, Mc.. drew 
$720 from a bank and deposi‘ed it in 
a hole in the ground. Swon afier the 
holidays he dug up his new bank, 
but found that somebody had broken 
into the bank and looted it for all 
except $40 of his funds. Whether the

« spade, he could not tell, but he sus- 
pected the spade.

The driv- 
ers yelled at the top of their voices—they had to 
yell loud to stir up some excitement. Caesar sat 
in the imperial box and got excited. “By George,” 
he exclaimed,” this is a bully race!” And the 
Roman populace howled itself hoarse. 

Every now and then the chariots got mixed up 
with each other and spokes and pieces of the 
scoop shovel part of the carts were scattered 
around and mixed with the men and the horses. 
Then Rome was excited sure enough. The race 
didn’t amount to much, but when there was an 
accident the Romans felt they had their money’s 
worth. 

Drivers in Flaming Kimonas. 

The chariot drivers were :ooked on as real 
sports. After the race Caesar gave some of them 
nice new red kimonas like the Roman dudes wore, 
and each charioteer's friends paid fo~ a dinner at 
the best cafe in town, where the whole crowd 
got maudlir on some very flat wine that you 
couldn't sell on Market streét today. 

But just suppose that instead of the old dump 
carts they called chariots the racers for the Van- 
derbilt cup had gone into the Roman arena to 
make a day's sport for Caesar! 

Suppose that instead of the teamsters in the 
kimona-kil@ costumes there Was a company of 
skilled chauffeurs, wearing leather coats and 
large, hobgoblin goggles. Suppose that instead of 
the lumbering, Chesley Island dumpcarts they 
called chariots. the vehicles to enter the race 
weré the low-set, naked-looking ‘things, with 
their thick rubber tires, that we call racing autos. 

Stills the Roman Heart. 

A sporty-looking person wearing a diamond 
stud holds a stopwatch in his hand. Another ip- 
d'vidual in a fancy waistcoat and with his coa! 
off, his cigar in the corner of his mouth and his 
derby hat cocked rakishly over one eye, fires a 
pistol and away the racers go. , 

The engines flutter and rattle like living things. 
The low-set autos become gray streaks. They | 
leap over great stretches of ground every second 
They spin off the miles so swiftly one hardly 
can count them. And Rome, dumfounded by the 
spectacle, forgets to howl. 

The racers take the turns with the ease and 





grace of . fish in deep water Only it is less diffi- 
cult to follow the movements of the fish. Rome 
has forgotten the chariots. Rome is intoxicated 
with the autos. 

But now some chauffeur, dizzy from the tre- 
mendous speed, loses his grip for the merest 
fraction of a second at the dangerous turn. Jove! 
He crashes into the marble wall of the arena! 
There is a loud report. A hissing. A fearful rat- 
tle. A writhing and twisting of metal. The other 
autos are upon the wrecked one. They are whirled 
over and over. Roman hearts stand still at the 
awful sight. 

Automobiles Versus Chariots. 

Well, what happened? One chauffeur fatally 
hurt. Two with broken legs. The rest shaken up 
and somewhat bruised. These racing chauffeurs 
seem to bear charmed lives. 

At night the chauffeurs and their friends, with 
the exception of the trio of injured, assemble, as 
did the Roman charioteers, at the swellest cafe 
in the city. But the chauffeurs have champagne, 
Burgundy, turkey, sliced tomatoes, potatoes, In- 
dian corn, oranges, cigars and a lot of other good 
things the Romans knew nothing about, for all 
the yellow journalism they indulged in with 
regard to their “feasts.” 

If this fancy could have been realized in the 


Rome of the Caesars, how long do you suppdse 
chariot racing would have lasted? Just long 
enough to chop up the chariots for kindling wood 
and put the charioteers and their horses to work 
on street sprinklers. Rome would have gone 
mad over the auto races which we moderns, ac- 
customed to terrible speed in all things, have 
come to regard as a matter of course.

Nevertheless, our whole civilization is molded 
to a large extent by the sutomobile. It affects 
everybody, from the janitor who has to hop out of 
.bed, make a dash for the early owl car and fly 
at his sweeping as though he were putting out a 
fire, to the speed-crazed millionaire who cannot 
drive his $20,000 car fast enough to suit his 
fancy. 

This is true in St. Louis. It is true in every big 
city in the United States. It is true in every city 
ot Europe, slow-going as they are compared to 
the Americans. It is true even in the somnolent 
rural districts. 

The modern farmer has to move in a hurry. If 
he doesn’t the weevil bug or the wheat corner or 
some other peril of today will put him out ef the 
going.

Mr. Myers also invented ai shoe 
sole, which he says can be put on in 
aa instant at a cost of 2 1-2 cents each 
or 5 cents a pair. He will not dis- 
cluse the nature of his patent. for he 
recently exchanged it for a $5000 
home, and a St. Louis shoe house may 
soon put the new sole on the market. 

“The new sole is a plastic com- 
pound,” said the inventor, “which 
can be instantly put on any shoe. and 
will last longer and give better sat- 
isfaction than leather at 20 times the 
cost.”
